RIOT FOLLOWS CAR COLLISION. 


Strike Sympathizers Take Advantage 
. . of the Wreck of a Halsted 
Street Trolley. 


The street car strike was directly responsi- 
ble for a collision yesterday afternoon be- 
tween a Halsted street and a Twenty-second 
street car in which’ several persons were 
injured and for a riot which«followed in 
which the police were forced with drawn 
clubs to charge a mob. 2 
At Archer. avenue and Twenty-second 
street a north bound Halsted street car, half 
filled with passengers, crashed into and over- 
turned a crowded car of the General Electric . 
Street railway company. The latter was 
overturned and damaged and the Halsted 
etreet car alsO Was much batteréd. Of the 
persons hurt Mrs. Elizabeth Schneider, 601 
Evergreen avenue, taken by friends to the 

 fesidence of a relative, was the only one 
severely injured. Other victims were taken 
away before their names were secured by 
nf the police. The cars were delayed nearly an 
4 hour.

Police Use Clubs on Rioters. 

Immediately after the cars crashed to- 
wether a crowd of men who had been drinking 
in a saloon at Princeton avenue and Twenty- 
gécond place, and who had made trouble for 
the police on ‘previous days, surrounded the 
ears and made. tireatening demonstrations. 
When the motorman of the Twenty-second 
street car’ was arrested, an attempt was 

made to rescue him, and the police were 
foreed to use their clubs on the rioters.

etreet car, was arrested. The police say 
he deliberately caused the collision. Gen-

conductor, of the Halsted street car. . 

After cutting a.trolley wire at Clark and 
Van Buren. streets last evening a crowd of 
more than 1,000 union mefi and their sym- 
pathigzers pelted the repairmen and drove 
them from.the ecene. It was not until Lieut. 
Collins and a squad of policemen arrived that 
the crowd was @ispersed. The break was 
repaired after midnight. 

The wire was.cut under the. elevated 
structure shortly“before 70’ clock. .The wires 
Ganglied on-both sides of the street and 
pedestrians were in danger of electrocution. 
The crowd increased until traffic on the Van 

- Buren street electric and the cable lines was 
stopped. 

One of the repairmen drew a revolver, but 
it was taken from him by his partner. An 
attack on the nonunion men was begun. 

At this stage the police arrived. With drawn 
sete they charged. the crowd and forced it 
back.

“The Chicago City railway company 
should be declared a menace to the welfare 
of the city.

Insistent Doctrine. 
‘The doctrine of immediate municipal own- 
ership, as special punishment for the Chicago 
City railway company for opposing unionism, 
and as a promise of better relations between 
employer and employé, ‘was in.evidence at 
every turn, and was set forth with particular 
insistency. 
lts sentiments wavered in the sinuous lines 
of banners in the two processions of work- 
ingmen, 6,000 from the north and 3,000 from 
the south, which marched in State street'to 
Tattersall’s.

. Prentiss Hits the Company. 


_ Preliminary to a review of the strike, Mr. 
Prentiss had this to say of the City rallway 
company: | 

“This was the first street railway in Chi- 
cago: It- began with twenty-five horses and 
a few cars. It has become the wealthiest 
street railway corporation in the world, and 
every dollar of its wealth.has come out of the 
men, women, and children of Chicago. From 
1882 to 1898 it distributed dividends amount- 
ing to $37,000,000, or a return of more than 
44 per cent on the,investment.

The teamsters hold-that 
by going out .they are not breaking agree- 
rents and cannot be held responsible by 
‘firms wishing to deliver goods to the com- 
pany. i 
Declare Contract Is Violeted. 

The employers take issue with the team- 
sters. All of them.have closely.drawn agreée- 
ments with the union and these make no ex- 
ception for cases such: as that of the City 
railway. They feel that the teamsters have 
weakened every contract they have signed 
and shoul be heid strictly to aceount. “ They 
tried to induce the drivers to abstain from 
drastic action disappointed 
at the vote. 

The meeting of the joint council was stormy.

New York, Nov. 22.—{Special.]—The pres- 
ent theatrical season is now only 2% months 
old, but it has given the managers more

ness has been bad almost beyond precedent 
js not the only singular characteristic of the 
“present year. Strange variations of this 
lack of prosperity have manifested them- 
selves in this .year never noticed before. 
Some stories are told now of the eccentric 
behavior on the part of the -poagoren that are 
“unprecedented. 

A month ago the largest firm of theatrical

Conspi@uous ‘New York Failures.

**Many of these theaters, in which plays 
and acts are produced which are immoral in 
their nature, are in direct connection with 
saloons, and recently on a Sunday night in 
one of these saleons up to 8 o’clock in the 
evening 900 young men were counted, who 
afterwards went upstairs to the theater : 
above, and after that time, until 9 o'clock, 
400 more of entered the same saloon. 

* Sure ese are facts we cannot afford 
to ignore. For these young men, fresh from 
the play where virtue has been made sport 
of and where iniquity and vice have been 
glossed over, enter the dens run in connection 
with the playhouses and are there subject 
to all the temptations which @ wicked city 
can produce, 


| Scores Public Dance Halls. 

“The same is largely true of the public 
dance halls, open to men and to women in- 
discriminately. These halis are mostly in 
direct communication with saloons. Young 
men and young women.are thrown together, 
without a knowledge as to whom they are 
associating with, and without, in most cases, 
caring. All of the temptations of evil minded 
persons are there present, and what is the 
natural consequence? 

“The consequence is that these places. turn 
out fallen men and women at a rate that is 
appalling to right minded Christian people. 
And yet we_in our apathy stand by and do. 
nothing tofstop it. ‘ Abhor evil and cling to 
that which is good’ we are commanded. In | 
heaven’s name of what use is our abhorrence 
# evil if we simply step aside from where 
it is and let other persons be enmeshed in 
its folds? 
“ Here is a field of activity for earnest 
Christian people. We must take such meas- | 
ures as will tend to root these rene out, 
They must not exist.”’

Text.—The best’ way to succeed in this w 
to act on the advice you give to hanes me 
making many (and beautiful) books there is no 
end,”’ and Solomon might have added that the 
care thereof was a weariness to the flesh. 


and Morris, a new and absorbing in- 
terest\ has beem awakened in the 
binding of choice books, and the 


blending of hand work and thought has 


produced some results worthy of the great 
Florentine age of bookbinding. Yet these 
same books, like choice Turkish rugs and 
tapestries, require definite care and atten- 
tion. We cannot subjugate the enemy until 
we find where he lies in ambush. : 

First, the investigation of the Society of 
Arts committee shows that, ‘‘of all the 
influences to which book#® are exposed in 
libraries, gas fumes—no doubt because of 
the sulphuric acid which they eontain—are 
shown to be the most injurious.”’ This is the 
reason why gas is being generally given up 
im libraries. If gas must be used much can 
‘be done by placing the books high up in the 
room ‘and giving particular attention to ven- 
tilation. . 

Of, the effect of direct ight and sunlight 
on books there cah be no question, as it ren- 
ders them brittle, and the backs-easily crum- 
ble to dust at the slightest friction. Vellum 
bindings are even more sensitive than leather. 
In our dusty city bookcases with glass doors 
are to be recommended for cleanliness, but 
here another foe lies hidden, for the inclosed 
cases entertain dampness, the worst foe ‘of 
the book kingdom. Can we quite place our 
companionable writers’so far out of reach 
as they are when behind closed doors? While 
dampness is injurious to books on account of 
the development of mildew, unduly hot air 
warner. as bad, causing the leather to dry up 
a lose its flexibility. mi 


Books should be taken from the shelves at 


least once in six months, dusted, aired, and 
the bindings rubbed with a precervative.- 


“rue 4 bindings that are broken or any leaves 
that are loose should be noted, and the books 
put. on one side to be sent to the binderies. 
Speaking of. preservatives for leather books, 


ITH the critical attention given to 
the craft of bookmaking by Ruskin: 


@ solution of paraffin wax in castor oil an- 
'swers the purpose. It is cheap and easily 
prepar@. Put some castor oil into a bowl 
and crumble about half ite weight of paraffin 
wax into it. Melt in a warm place and it is 
ready for use, turate a piece of flannel 
with this and rub the book carefully, using 
little of the preparation. Vaseline may be 
used, but it is not considered reliable. 


The modern novel pictures the hero seated ,- 


in his library: indulging in the luxury of his 
favorite book; while he smokes contentedly. 
I will quote for his benefit: ‘‘ The effect of 
ammonia vapor and tobacco fumes, of which 
ammonia is one of the active ingredients, 
was examined. The effect of ammonia fumes 
was marked, darkening every description of 
leather, and it is known that in extreme 
cases it causes a rapid formofdecay. Tobac- 
co emoke has a similar darkening and dele- 
terious effect (least marked in the case of 
sumach tanned leathers), and there can be no 
doubt that the deterioration of bindings in a 
library where smoking was permitted and 
‘the room much used must have been partly 
due to this cause.” 

The bookworm, of which we have always 
heard so much, does not attack the modern 
book, on account of ‘the alum put’ in the 
paste and the millboards made of old tarred 
rope. On the other hand, the leather used 
in binding the modern books decays rapidly, 
and the cause is difficult to find. 

An interesting subject is also the arrange- 
ment of one’s books; whether the works of 
an author shall be Intact, or fiction have Its 
corner, the poéts another, and so on ad 
libitum.

CHIEFS OF SIX NATIONS PERFORM | 


ANCIENT CEREMONIES. 


Eulogies Pronounced by Seneca Chiets 
Over the Body of Mrs. Harriett Max- 
well Converse, “The Great White 

Mother” of the Iroquois Conted- 

eracy—Sacred Wampum Beads Pass 
to Joseph Keppler—Harons, Sioux, 
Aztecs, and Other Tribes Present. , 


he 


New York, Nov. 22.—The funeral of Mrs. 
Harriett Maxwell Converse, ‘‘the Great White 
Mother” of the six nations of the great Iro- 
quois confederacy, was held today. Eulogies 
were pronounced by ‘the chiefs of the various 
clans of the Seneca nation, by whom Mrs. 
Converse was adopted when but a little 
girl, and one of the chiefs performed the 
ancient rite of “the passing of the horns,’’ 
which consisted of taking the string of sacred 
wampum beads, the insignia of office, from 


the lid of the casket and presenting them to 


Joseph Keppler, long associated with Mrs. 
Converse in her work amongst the Indians, 
by which act Mr. Keppler was nominaied by 
the chiefs present as the successor of the 
dead woman.- Mr.. Keppler was adopted by | 
the Senecas many years ago, and Dearne the 
Indian name of Gy-Ont-Wa-Ka,. or “the 


In addition to the delegates from the six 
nations there” Were present representatives 
of the Hurons, Sioux, Abinki, Algonquins,Az- 
tecs of Mexico, and several other tribes. The 
Rev. Dr. Thomas H. Sill of St. Chrysotom’s 
chape} read the Episcopal services for the 
dead, after which William Crow, a Seneca 
warrior, made a brief address in his native 
tongue, lamenting the death of “* the Great 
White Mother." In speaking he addressed 


himself to the body before him, and wished 


her happiness in the spirit land. 


Ancient Ceremony Revived. 

Chauncey Abrams, also a Seneca, acting 
for Chief Corn Planter, lifted the “ horns ”’ 
from the casket, and, presenting them to Mr. 
Keppler, informed him that he had been 
sélected to take the Great White Mother's 
office. Then, turning to the coffin, he said: 

wish you, Ga-Ie-Wa-Nos, a safe and 
happy journey to the spirit land.” 

Mr. Keppler, in accepting the ancient 
‘“ horns,’’ promised to faithfully administer 
the trust tmposed in him by his red brethren. 

Chief Corn Planter followed, wearing under 
his vest a red sash, the badge of the high 
priest of the “‘ Gon-Oi-Din ” religion. : 


Dark Cloud’s Eloquence. 

Dark Cloud, a magnificent looking Indian, 
with hair streaming below his broad shoul- 
ders, said: 

“I am not a Seneca, but : come of the 
Denikee tribe.. I know the ‘Great White 
Mother’ as every red man in this land knows 
her. She studied the Indian’s religion, the 
true religion. It is founded on the true God. 
Gur God touched this woman’s heart, and 
she understood us. @he was the angel of 
God. We may not have a Chirst in our re- 
ligion, but we have a mediator, end she was 
the great mediator between the whites and 
the Indian. 

‘We see our God—we hear our God. We 
see him in the trees, in the rivers, and evén in 
a blade of grass, just as we hear him in the 
rustle of the leaves in our forests. Ours is 
the God of nature. I think ours is the sweet- 
est of all the religions.”’ :

DECIDED RALLY IN WHEAT 


LIGHTER MARKETING IN NORTH- 
WEST THE BULL FACTO 


Falling Of in Receipts Gives Rise to 
Reduced Estimates of Yiclds, Moth 

‘. im ~the Dakotas and Minnesota and 

in Maniteba—Movement of Red 

Winter Extremely Small — Corn 

‘Stronger on Light Receipts and Re- 

duced Contract Stocks. 
falling off in country sales of wheat 
in the northwest, with some decrease in ter- 
minal receipts, changed the current of specu- 
lation in domestic wheat markets last week. 
The changed conditions, which were in spite 
of continued favorable weather for mcove- 
art and continued premiums for cash 
Ww t at Minneapolis, gave birth to new 
fears lest the supply of wheat in the north- 
west might be insufficient for domestic mill- 
ing needs, and formed the basis of some new 
and startling estimhates of the crop of the 
three states, estimatee lower than the most 
radically bullish figures to which any one 
had cared to give utterance before. 

At the same time the movement of Mani- 
toba wheat to market fell off, and reduced 
estimates of that crop became popular, the 
cash situation developed strength, an eastern 
milling demand appearing in sufficient vol- 
ume and urgency to absorb several cargoes 
bought by Armour in Duluth and.beaded for 
this market. The strength in the northwest 
and Sharp advances in northwestern markets, 
together with the confession of weakness on 
the part of December shorts at St, Louis, who 
settled contracts to the extent of nearly 
3,000,000 bu, brought the domestic situation 
into greater prominence and brought about 
an eclipse of the indifferent export demand 
and-the favorable prospect of the Argentine 
crop as influential market factors. 

Northwest markets led the advance, and 
there was a broader trade and a sharp upturn 
here, with December shorts disturbed and’ 
anxious buyers because of the diversion of 
Duluth cargoes to the east. 


Best Advance in December. | 


There was an advance of 3%c at best in 
December to 80%c, the nearby delivery going 
from a discount of %e under May a week ago 
to a premium of 146c at the best and 1c at 
the close of the week. There was a loss of 
part of the advance on Saturday, due to gen- 
eral local ,realizing and reports from Min- 
neapolis of{freer country offerings in parts 
of the northwest. The December close was 
le under the top, at a net gain of 1%c for the 
week. May was up 1%c at best to 79%c, and 
closed on a reaction of %c. While the mar- 
ket was extremely strong at times and the 
trade broader, the general public is not yet 
interested to any extent, and profit taking 
by local professionals over Sunday was suf- 
ficient to give the market a partial setback. 
While the sale of Armour cargoes to go 
east gives assurance there will be a smaller 
addition to the local contract stocks than 
was possible at one time, nearly 300,000 bu. 
of No. 1 horthern were added ‘during the 
week, and a cargo of 240,000 bu was brought 
in from Duluth by Peavey. Claims from Min- 
neapolis of large flour sales for export fur- 


+ nished a stimulus for the advance, although 


there was some dispute of the extent of the 
The export clearances of wheat and flour 
continue smaller than for 1902, Bradstreet’s 
figutes for the week showing a falling off 
of 2,500,000 bu, while primary receipts were 
nearly the same as last year. The domestic 
flour demand continues liberal, however, and 
stocks generally are supposed to be light... 


| Northwest in Control. 
The northwestern situation seems to dom- 


inate the course of prices at present, and {| 


some of the northwestern authorities are 
convinced the crop was largely overesti- 

mated, and that there is bound to be a 
large scarcity of supplies before the end of 
the season. One estimate from there was of 
a yield of only 130,000,000 bu for the three 
states. 

The falling off in the country sales was 
predicted a week before, on the ground ofa 
sharp reduction in bids by elevators for low 
grade wheats, which form a large part of the 
crop. It was assumed farmers would be 
slow ‘to accept the lower prices, and their 
sales would drop. When the sales did fall 
off, however, this motive for the reluctant 
selling seemed to be forgotten, and the lack 
of selling was Presumed to indicate a lack 
of wheat to sell. At the close of the week 
the advanced prices were said to have 
brought out freer selling in Minnesota, but 
with no change In the Dakotas. ws 


Little-Red Wheat Sold. 


The winter wheat situation has been lost 
sight of to some extent, and the marketing 
of red winter everywhere was on a small 
scale, only 6 cars being received here for the 
entire week, and the receipts In St. Louis 
be hardly half those of last year in spite 
of the high December premium maintained 
there. Millers find it difficult to get supplies 
and it seems probable that the loss in this 
variety of wheat at harvest was even greater 
than estimated. The December bulls at 8t. 
Louls—Spencer and his party—have had 
gmooth sailing, shorts having settled to the 
extent of 3,000,000 bu this week. It fs esti- 
mated there will be 5,000,000 bu to be deliv- 
ered there on December contracts, but it 
may turn out that instead of being an ex- 
pensive “corpse” to bury there will be a 
sharp milling demand for this stock the rest 
of the season, as it practically is the only 
accumulation of red winter wheat anywhere. 


-Some Gain in Corn. 
Gorn prices have had some help from the

The Bank of England, relieved of the drain 
to America and with the Panama payment 
in view, found no necessity of an Increase in’ 
its rate, and it is expected that the year will 
close without any advance beyond 4 per cent. 

Consols improved during the week and the 
various gilt edged descriptions moved up- 
ward in sympathy with the premier security. 
It was a noteworthy fact that the rise in con- 
sols was almost entirely due to outside buy- 
ing. Business all around was more active, 
and purchases were made not only for the 
home account buf for the continental and 
especially the French and German accounts.. 
Dealers were at first inclined to look upon 
this as a mere flash in the pan and for a time 
were satisfied to purchase options. But when 
eventually the market was found to be a bear 
on consols to the estimated extent of $10,000,- 
000 the dealers began to buy consols, home 
railways, and so on outright. 

The Statist asks: ‘ Will this improvement 
last?’ and answers the question by saying: 
“Those who have the money and buy now 
and take up their stocks will, of course, make 
large profits, but those who cannot pay for 
stocks may be surprised by another spasm in 
the money market and may thus suffer a 
serious loss. It will be wise, then, for the 
latter class to wait until they can form « 
more assured opinion as regards the money 
tharket, even if by doing so they have to buy 
at much higher quotations than now.”’ 

A rise in Americans was the feature of the 
latter half of the week, the Steel issues lead- 
ing on news of the dissolution of the steel 
trust conversion syndicate. American rail- 
roads attracted much more attention than 
has been the case for some time past, and 
the prices of the leading issues in some in- 
stances were advanced above the level in 
New York. The closing prices on Thursday, 
for instance, nearly all showed net move- 
ments in favor of the holders, and on'the fol- 
lowing day, although t was a disposition 
to take profits prior to-the settlement, the 
improvement continued, the chief excep- 
Little 
business was done in this market on Satur- 
day, but an early decline was followed by a 
speedy recovery. 

There has been a fair recovery in the Kaffir 
circus, this being chiefly due to buying on the 
French account.

This latter feature 
would go to show at least that the astute gen- 
tlemen conducting the operati 
tion considered the atmosphere Sufficiently 
cleared as to enable them to proceed with a 
degree of confidence they have not exhibited

On the other hand the dealings in strictly 
investment securities have continued as de- 
pressed as they have been ever since the 
announcement was made of fresh issues of 
bonds upon a nfmber of the subsidiary lines 
of the Pennsylvania and by the other com- 
panies.

RESIDENTS JOIN TO FIGHT — 
EXTENSION OF THE “L.” 


Owners of Property in Irving Park 
‘Structure in That Thoroughtare. 


Owners of property in Irving Park boule- 
vard have banded together to oppose the 
Northwestern elevated rallway's proposed 
‘extension of the “ L’’ along that thorough- 
fure. They will fight the company in the 
council when the ordinance is reported, and 
are planning to continue the fight in the 
courts. The school board has joined the 
property owners, because of its interest In 
the Lake View High school, which, it is said, 
would have to be abandoned if the extension 
were made, 

The company proposes to build a line west 
/trom the Sheridan station on the present 
line, tapping the Clark street surface line 
west of the cemeteries, tapping the South- 
port avenué@line, competing with the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railway by veering 
north through the alleys in Ravenswood, and 
then swinging west again in Wilson avenue 
to Western avenue. The railway would se- 
cure a practical hold on all the Ravenswood, 
Rowmanville, and Cragin transportation. 

The railway company is now negotiating 
with the North Shore electric line for a con- 
nection through to Evanston, Wilmette, 
Waukegan, and Kenosha, over a _ route 
through the western edge of Evanston and 
Wilmette, connecting with the elevated at 
the propgsed Western avenue terminal. 

The property owners along Irving Park 
boulevard want the elevated line to extend 
westward, but not over the boulevard. They 
suggest Wilson avenue, or private property 
or alleys near either Irving Park boulevard 
or Wilson avenue. The company, however. 
declares it cannot accommodate Rayens- 
wood if the_ling runs straight west from 
Wilson avenue. 

Lake View High school-will be used by the 
property owners as their strongest argument 
egainst the proposed extension. The school 
is one of the finest in Chicago and its gradu- 
ates have been called upon to help defend 
1c’ if the \road attempts extensions. The 

perty is valued at $250,000, and the board 
{ education declares the building would be 
abandoned if the elevated structure was put 
through. The building stands on ground 
which was given on condition that a high 
school be maintained there, and the ground 
would revert to its former owners if the 
school were moved.
